time and alternating schedule," for 
the first, second and third grades. | 

Beginning Monday, November 22, 
all grades will meet at thetr original 
hours, namely: First grade, from 8.45 
to 12.30 P. M.; second grade, from] 
8.45 A. M. to 1.30 P. M., and the third)' 
grade, from 8.45 A. M. to 2.00 P. M.* 

The first grade will occupy the large; 
and pleasant room in the southwest 
corner on first floor of our school 
building. This room has been made 
available for the forenoon hours byi 
assigning seventh and eighth grades; 
to one room, by using every room for 
some grade during the recess and] 
lunch hour of some other grade, and 
by a complete shifting of classes and| 
study periods, thus using every room 
continuously, 



possible since the building, for two 
years, has been considered over- 
crowded and weekly more pupils are 
entering?'* Here is the answer: Nar- 
berth school spirit. Is that an un- 
satisfactory answer? Not if you un- 
derstand what that terms means. 
Things that seemed quite impossible 
a vear ago are now accomplished. 

The great problems that confront 
school administration in most districts 
are discipline of pupils and faculty 
co-operation. In Narberth these 
troblems are at a minimum. Every 
pupil and teacher above the fourth 
grade has been inconvenienced and] 
put to a test of self-discipline. The 
new schedule is extremely complex! 
Classes meet in different rooms; as 
many as six classes are passing in the- 
narrow halls at one time. Rooms 
vacated by certain grades at lunch 
and recess periods are meanwhile 
being used by other grades for reci- 
tations. This means that on rainy 
days pupils must be on their highest 
honor, to properly control them- 
selves in the halls, for they have no
